session take up any matters that 
mig ht need inv estig ation and to 
which they dev oted no time 
in 
the prev ious session. It was inti­ 
mated tha t the jurors if they 
saw fit, could delv e into the dis­ 
appearance of Lloy d 
Nelson, 
cashier of the 
First 
National 
Bank a t Milroy and the reported 
shortag e of some $20,000 in Mr. 
Nelson's accounts. 
The last g rand jury returned 
four indictments ag ainst 
an­ 
other cashier of a Milroy bank 
two of which were for embezzle­ 
ment and two for perjury in 
bank statements. These indict­ 
m ents 
were 
directed 
ag ainst 
Clarence E. Brown, whose hear­ 
ing , after many delay s in leg al 
procedure, will 
be February 18 
on a charg e of perjury . 
This is only one of the many 
cases set by J udg e Sparks in his 
February calendar which has 
been posted in the court room. 
The first day , February 4, has 
been g iv en ov er to the 
Moscow 
school case in which an injunc­ 
tion ag ainst the Orang e town­ 
ship trustee is asked to prev ent 
the 
contract between trustee 
and a holding company being 
sig ned for a new school building 
and a remov al of the school site 
from Moscow. Attorney s for those 
asking for the injunction filed a 
long amended complaint 
Mon­ 
day after J udg s Sparks had dis­ 
solv ed a temporary restraining 
order. 
Sev eral state cases appear as 
set for trial in February . The 
first is tha t concerning the Mil­ 
roy Canning company in which

appeared he was said to

had some $1500 of the

of the moment. He had tend ered 
his resignation on Satu rd ay and 
had worker on Mond ay , the bank 
ex am iners coming to the

The fact 
tha t he paid a nu m ber of

sonal bills in this city the same 
afternoon and d eposited $1100 
w ith one of the local banks, 
is 
believ ed to ind icate tha t it was 
the arriv al of the bank ex am in­ 
ers tha t precipitated his flight. 
Nelson left home w ithou t tak ­ 
ing any of his clothing or giv ing 
any word to his wife.

H arry G. Leslie, newly installed 
gov ernor of Ind iana, in present­ 
ing tod ay to the Sev enty -Six th 
General Assembly his first re­ 
com m end ations as to legislation 
proposed mod ification 
of the 
present prim ary law. 
In a brief message to the legis­ 
latu re the 
new 
gov ernor 
set 
forth only a few m atters for 
consid eration of the law m ak­ 
ers. Recommend ations tha t he 
mad e, inclu d ed : 
The fix ing of penalties for 
band itry and hold u ps the same 
as tha t now prov id ed for m u rd er 
in the first d egree. 
An increase of fiv e or six 
million d ollars in 
the annu al 
appropriation for the highway 
commission. 
Am end m ent of the statu te of 
lim itations so tha t it shall not 
apply to pu blic officials charged 
w ith any crime com m itted while 
in office. 
Rev ision 
of 
the 
workmen’s 
com pensation law so tha t all 
qu estions as to its constitu tion­ 
ality may be remov ed . 
The^ recom m end ation for the 
change in the prim ary law 
is 
d irectly opposed to the message 
d eliv ered to the legislators 
by 
Gov ernor Ed Jackson when they 
first conv ened on Jan. 10. Gov ­ 
ernor Jackson 
ex pressed 
the 
opinion tha t no change 
shou ld 
be mad e in the law. 
Gov ernor Leslie m ad e this ob­ 
serv ation as to the prim ary : 
“I recommend tha t the pre­ 
sent prim ary law be so am end ed 
tha t in the cou nty prim ary elec­ 
tions d elegates be elected for the 
following pu rposes: 
“First. For the nom ination of 
United States Senators and all 
State Officers in State conv en­ 
tion.

The instru ctor in his opening

of m arketing. In this complex 
age, som ething m u st be d one to 
help the prod u cer.

and $15,000,000 to

The amendment prov ided in­ 
creases in salary to $10 a day for 
the secretary of the Senate, the 
principal clerk

branch, bring ing thir wag es on 
a parity with those of the leg is­ 
lators. The measure passed 47 to 
0 under a suspension 
of the 
rules and was referred back to 
the House. 
The 
appropriation 
bill as drawn in the House was 
$50,000 g reater 
tha n in other 
y ears. 
Meeting in joint session, the 
g eneral assembly earlier In the 
day had heard Gov ernor Leslie 
aenv er his messag e to them, in 
which he recommended rev amp­ 
ing of the statute of limitations, 
the 
workmen’s 
compensation 
law, and the amending of the 
statutes to prov ide penalties for 
banditry and holdups the same 
as now are prov ided for first de­ 
g ree murder. The new g ov ernor 
was frequently applauded and at 
the conclusion of 
his messag e 
was g iv en a long ov ation. 
Other tha n to pass the speci­ 
fic appropriation bill, and listen 
to Gov ernor Leslie, the House 
was inactiv e, and adjourned un­ 
til 10 a. m., tomorrow. 
The Senate, howev er, paused 
in its other deliberations long 
enoug h to protest ag ainst 
the 
condition of the Senate chamber 
and of the Lieutenant Gov ernor’s 
priv ate office, declaring neither 
was fit “ for human habitation.”
